REOUEST TO RECONSIDER DENIAL REGARDING CERTIFICATE OF CORRECTION 
Under the provisions of Rule 1.322, a request for a Certificate of Correction of a Patent 
Office mistake was mailed on May, 25 2007. A number of corrections were requested and 
approved, but one correction was denied in a letter dated June 11, 2007. The denied correction 
was at column 39, line 5 of the printed patent where the words "therefor — thereof, comprising" 
should be "thereof, comprising" so that the language conforms to the Examiner's amendment. 

The Office asserts that correction of this error was denied because patentee filed no 
objection to the Examiner's amendment before payment of the issue fee. However patentee does 
not object to the Examiner's amendment, and requests only that the Office correctly print the 
amendment as it was made by the Examiner. In particular, the Examiner's amendment had 
instructed: 

delete thereof, ^comprising: '\ insert therefor -thereof comprising:-- 
The clear meaning of this amendment was that the language to be inserted was the 
"thereof, comprising" text that appeared between the dashes. In other words, the only change 
was that the examiner deleted a stray underlining of the space between the two words that had 
appeared in the applicant's March 28, 2005 amendment. The extra word "therefor" was merely a 
preposition used by the examiner to indicate that "thereof, comprising" was to be substituted for 
"thereof, comprising."
